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REMARKS 

At the outset, Applicants wish to thank the Examiner for the courtesies extended to the 
Applicants' representative during the personal interview conducted on April 29, 2005. During the 
interview, the Examiner noted that the rejection of claim 5 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) in view of 
Ouchi et al. would be reconsidered. The Office Action dated February 14, 2005 has been 
received and its contents carefully reviewed. 

By this Response, Applicants amend the specification to add a statement cross 
referencing a related application. No new matter has been added to the specification. Applicants 
also amend claims 1, 6, 21 and 22 and cancel claims 3-5 without prejudice or disclaimer. Claims 
24-26 are newly added. Accordingly, claims 1, 2 and 6-26 are currently pending. Reexamination 
and reconsideration of the pending claims are respectfully requested. 

In the Office Action, the Examiner rejected claims 1-23 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as 
being anticipated by Ouchi (U.S. Patent No. 6,597,713). Applicants respectfully traverse this 
rejection. 

Claim 1 has been amended to include features previously recited in claim 5. Claim 1 is 
allowable over Ouchi in that claim 1 recites a combination of elements including, for example, 
"wherein a first conductive material is embedded in a surface of the base, the first conductive 
material receiving an optical device and wherein the first conductive material functions as a heat 
sink. ..." In order to support a rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 1 02, the cited reference must teach 
each and every claimed element. Since Ouchi fails to teach or suggest at least the aforementioned 
feature recited in claim 1, Applicants respectfully submit that claim 1 and claims 2 and 6-20, 
which depend therefrom, are allowable over the cited references. 

Claim 21 was similarly amended. As such, claim 21 is allowable over Ouchi in that 
claim 21 recites a combination of elements including, for example, "wherein a conductive 
material is embedded in a surface of the base, the conductive material receiving an optical device 
and wherein the first conductive material functions as a heat sink. ..." None of the cited 
references including Ouchi teaches or suggests at least this feature of the claimed invention. 
Accordingly, Applicants respectfully submit that claim 21 and claims 22-23, which depend 
therefrom, are allowable over the cited references. 
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New claim 24 is allowable over Ouchi in that claim 24 recites a combination of elements 
including, for example, "wherein the first and second surfaces of the base include first and 
second conductive materials, respectively, and the first and second conductive materials are 
electrically connected to each other." None of the cited references including Ouchi teaches or 
suggests at least this feature of the claimed invention. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully 
submit that claim 24 and claims 25-26, which depend therefrom, are allowable over the cited 
references.
